If the foreign 
retaliato ry tariffs are allowed

descriptions of tb e system hav^ b een 
pub lished in magazines throughout 
the country since the German line 
has b een in operation. The inventor 
of this wonderful flitting system is 
Louts \ 
Gross, who came to Los 
Angeles several weeks ago and has 
b een working with local capitalists on 
the proposition ever since. 
The in­ 
vention coaoists of an overhoad raff, 
which carries ooaohes, suspended from 
the superstructure. 
Cheapness of 
construction and 
great 
speed are 
features of tb e system. 
The cars, 
hanging in midair and traveling upon 
a direct plan throughout the trip, 
have little rail resistance, much less 
in fact than street 
railway cars, 
which are forced to overcome the 
doub le resistance of two rails, suction 
and ground influences. 
In Germany, 
tb e coaohes run on a schedule of 125 
miles per b our and the officials are 
contemplating the feasib ility of in­ 
creasing tb e speed to three miles a 
minute.

and tb e pace of two miles a minute 
does not produce anything like tb e 
jar of ordinary e ectrlc oars proceed­ 
ing at ten miles an b our.

ANTIQUITY OF SPOONS 


THEY ARE LINEAL DESCENDANTS CF 
ANCIENT SHELL SCOOPS.

A French scholar s.iye: “Spoon» ar« 1 
old. 
I do not claim that they are as 
old us the world, but they are certainly 
as old as soup.” A fter which It is easy 
to believ e that for the last fiv e or six 
centuries no self respecting family, of 
howev er hum ble station, 
but 
could 
boast a t least one spoon to its name, 
w hether of silv er, pew ter or ev en 
wood. 
T hat spoons are the direct lineal de­ 
scendants of the shell and horn scoops 
w ith which our ancestors w ere w ont to 
conv ey fluid food to their m ouths woulu 
seem a safe assum ption. 
Many exam ­ 
ples of these ancient spoons are seen in 
m useum s and also of the spoon of 
wood, which w as the next step tow ard 
the spoon of today. 
It is from the 
wooden spoon that the word Is deriv ed, 
as the old English word *‘spon” m eaut 
a email piece of wood. 
That m etal spoons w ere used in bibli­ 
cal days la certain, for in Exodus the 
Lord tells Moses to m ak e spoons of 
gold for use in the tabernacle, and to­ 
day there are to be seen in the British 
M useum spoons which certainly were 
used In the early days of C hristianity, 
besides others found in the ruins of 
I’ompeii and H erculaneum . 
A nointing spoons are as old as the 
tim e when Nathan, the prophet, anoint­ 
ed Solomon as the ruler of Israel, and 
they hav e been used to anoint k ings 
from that tim e to the present day. The 
spoon with which E ngland’s rulers are 
anointed by the archbishop of C anter­ 
bury Is at least 000 years old and has ! 
been used for the purpose of anointing 
the k ings of England ev er since it w as 
rem ade for the coronation ceremonies 
of Charles It. 
A nother spoon of great antiquity is 
the “ Pudsey spoon" giv en by H enry 
VI. to his friend and protector. Sir 
Italph Pudsey, in 1445, a t the tim e 
w hen he w as concealed In Sir Ralph’s 
house after the b attle of Hexam . This 
spoon has the pear shaped bowl of the 
usual form of all ancient spoons pre- j 
v ious to the restoration. The handle Is 
octagonal and at the end is flattened 
out to form a seal, on which Is carv ed 
the k ing’s badge, a single rose. Inside 
the bowl, near the shaft, is the hall 
m ark of the thirteenth century sterling * 
silv er, a leopard’s head, and on the 
back of the howl Is the m ark of the 
m ak er, a heart in outline. 
This 
spoon 
is 
the 
m ost 
ancient 
k nown piece of silv er In existence that 
bears the Indisputably authentic hall 
m ark of the English "G oldsm iths’ com­ 
pany.” 
All the earliest spoons hav e pear 
shaped bowls. It w as not until the la t­ 
te r p art of the sev enteenth century 
that they lieguu to elongate tow ard the 
egg shaped spoon of the present time. 
Up to the sev enteenth century all 
spoons w ere large and closely resem ­ 
bled the modern soup spoon, the bowl 
being v ery deep. 
The handles of the early specim ens 
w ere straight and rather heav y, but 
about the tim e m entioned their shape 
w as entirely changed. The stem and 
handle becam e flat and broad and at 
the extrem ity w ere div ided Into points, 
or scallops, and slightly turned up. 
When tills great change flrst began 
teaspoons w ere m ade us small as the 
after dinner coffee si>oon of modern 
tim es, but as the a rt of m ak ing them 
adv anced they becam e larger and lar­ 
ger until they attained the size they 
are now. 
Again, a t the beginning of the eight­ 
eenth century the handles showed a 
still further change In tha t w here the 
sides w ere straight they had curv es 
and the shaft itself becam e slightly 
undulated. 
At this sam e tim e were 
also seen 
some innov ations 
in 
the 
shape of spoons for specific purposes, 
one being a spoon hav ing a perforated 
bowl, w ith a struight stem, which w as 
presum ably 
Intended 
to 
clean 
the 
spout of a teapot, while the bowl was 
for the rem ov al of floating tea leav es 
from the cup. 
This w as undoubtedly the forertm- 
ner of the tea strainer. A nother spoon 
w as the snuff spoon, and besides this 
the m arrow spoon m ade Its appear­ 
ance. 
This flrst m arrow spoon was a 
crude affair Indeed, but it w as not ! 
v ery long before It reached the form i 
in which it is seen ev en now adays— 
that Is, with the tw o ends of different 
sizes, one for the large bones and the 
other for the v ery sm all oues. 
Probably none of the old spoons 
equals In Interest the apostle spoons, 
which cam e into fashion in the six- . 
teenth century. 
It w as an English 
custom a t that tim e for sponsors to 
giv e these spoons to the children for 
whom they m ade them selv es respnn 
Bible as baptism al gifts. 
A w ealthy 
godparent gav e a com plete set of thir­ 
teen, but a poor one generally content­ 
ed him self w ith but one, that hav ing 
on it the figure of the child’s patron 
saint, to m ak e up for the lack of the 
others. 
The com plete set had a M as­ 
ter spoon and tw elv e others, the Mas­ 
ter spoon hav ing a figure of Christ 
on the handle holding in one hand the 
sphere and cross, while the other Is 
raised in blessing. 
Each of the twelv e 
apostles is distinguished by some em 
blem. 
St. Paul has a sword, St. An- 
j 
drew a cross, St. Peter, of course, a j 
k ey, St. Jude a club, St. John a cup j 
(the cup of sorrow), and so on. 
Whole sets of these spoons are ex- j 
ceedingly rare. 
It Is said that but tw o 1 
com plete sets are in existence at pres­ 
ent, and there is a third set of elev en. | 
This Is of great v alue, hav ing an uu- l 


doubted d ate of 1510. while the tw o 
others are 1566 or 1707 In one case 
and 1620 in the others. 
This last § et Is especially unique in 
tha t ev ery spoon in It w as made in tin* 
sam e year aud by the sam e m ak er. 
The oldest hall m ark ed apostle spoon 
tha t is k nown is dated 1496, that date 
being determ ined by the hall m ark on 
the bowl, a shield, with a crowned star 
in the center. 
The v alue of these old sets of apos­ 
tle spoons will be understood when 
some of the prices paid for them are 
k nown. 
One set sold in 1903 for $24,- 
500, while another, of less ancient date, 
brought $5,300. A single apostle spoon, 
bearing on its handle a figure of St. 
Nicholas and on the stem the inscrip­ 
tion, "St. Nicholas, pray for us,” sold 
in London some years ago for the un­ 
heard of sum of $3*450, the most ex­ 
aggerated price ev er paid for a -ingle 
spoon so far as can be ascertained. 
The m ost modern apostle spoon of 
which there Is any record bears the 
date 1665. 
It is believ ed that about 
tha t period the custom of giv ing spoons 
as presents at baptism began to w ane 
O ther spoons of interest, though not 
of such great antiquity, are the little 
“caddy spoons,” which made their ap ­ 
pearance when tea drink ing becam e 
fashionable more than 2dO years ago. 
All of these spoons hav e v ery short 
stem s and handles, with bov ,s of some 
fanciful design, some perforated, but 
the m ajority shell shaped and fluted. 
A 
few 
w ere 
m ade 
lik e 
m iniature 
scoops, with handles of ebony, and 
some others w ere perfect im itations of 
leav es, the handle being formed by the 
leaf stem curling around into a ring. 
The hall m ark on a spoon has v aried 
tn position with alm ost ev ery century 
since the flrst w as made, and as this ts 
one of the im portant things in deter­ 
m ining the date of a spoon, together 
w ith the position of the m ak er’s m ark , 
it is necessary to k now w hat year each 
change w as m ade In. 
To within a few years after the 
restoration the hall m ark w as alw ays 
on the inside of the bowl, while all 
other m ark s were on the back of the 
handle. 
But after this all m ark s were 
p ut on the hack of the handle, near the 
bowl end, until the latter part of the 
eighteenth century. 
Then they w ere 
remov ed to the other end of the handle. 
It w as not until the beginning of the 
nineteenth 
century 
that 
they 
w ere 
again put at the end of the handle 
nearest the bowl, w here they now are.

ter. prov ided it is clear 
One o f the 
oddities in this connection is this: Al­ 
though the heat and light 
pass through 
w ater in its norm al state, the addition 
of a little pow dered alum, 
which readi­ 
ly dissolv es w ithout leav ing the least 
m urk iness, will arrest the rays of heat 
to such an extent as to almost imm edi­ 
ately raise the tem perature of the w a­ 
ter to a perceptible degree, yet the light 
continues to pass through as before. 
lee, lik e glass, also transm its both 
heat and light. 
Dr. Sutherland in "Ob­ 
serv ations Upon tbe Icebergs of B af­ 
fin's Bay” says: “Sev eral pieces of 
granite were found deeply imbedded 
in Ice w ithout any com munications 
w ith outside air. 
These were all su r­ 
rounded with w hat might be term ed 
an atm osphere of w ater." 
The ex­ 
planation of such an oddity is this: Tho 
heat passing through the ice had been 
absorbed by the stones until their tem ­ 
perature had been raised to a degree 
sufficient to m elt the ice around them.

It often occurs that glass tubes of 
v arious dim ensions hav e to be cut 
w here a diam ond is not at hand, 
rs in 
shops and power plants w here oil and 
w ater gauge tubes m ust tie neatly 
fitted. The usual method adopted, says 
the N ational Glass Budget, is to file a 
sm all groov e around the tube and sep­ 
arate the glass with a sharp rap at the 
place w eak ened by the file. The result 
is not alw ays satisfactory, because the 
ends often break unev enly owing to 
the difficulty of m ak ing a straight 
groov e with the file. B etter results are 
obtained when only a sm all incision is 
made with a file. Just enough to cut 
through the enam el of the tubes on one 
side and not all around. 
While the 
tube Is still warm from the friction of 
the file the tube is then tak en between 
the thum bs and forefingers, the thum bs 
opposite the file incision and tbe fore­ 
fingers around the tubing, close to, but 
not cov ering, the incision. Pressure of 
the thum bs inv ariably causes the tube 
to break in as straight and clean a line 
as though cut w ith a diamond. 
Another method Is to use a fine saw 
Made, which should be k ept fed w ith 
w hite emery, carborundum or pulv er­ 
ized silica sand of hard grit moistened 
with camphor, oil, turpentine or w ater. 
A straight, steady and ev en strok e 
should be m ade, and when the work is 
carefully done against a gauge the cut 
will be as true as though it had been 
ground. 
W indow 
glass, 
especially 
single 
strength, can be accurately spilt either 
in straight or curv ed lines by first 
m ak ing an incision through the enamel 
of the glass and then holding a hot 
Iron close to the incision till a fracture 
is started. 
The fracture w ill follow 
the hot Iron w ith rem ark able fidelity. 
The iron should be preferably round 
and som ew hat blunt and with a bulk y 
head, lik e an ordinary Are pok er, so as 
to retain its heat well for long cuts, 
especially for thick sheets, to k eep the 
fracture going when once started, ev en 
If tw o heated irons hav e to be used.
